THoven always a dockey of much prontige, it was in the year 1861, when he 
won the Doncaster St, Leger upon Caller Ou, with 1,600 to 1s agalnst her, and 
thereby upset,.the great -Kettledrum pot, that T. Challoner was really first 
brought into note. His connection with Godding’s leviathan stable haa afforded 
him every opportunity of acquiring perfection and opularity, and he Ja -o@t 
tainly ono the most talented on the bede roll of Newmarket jockeys, 
season saw him pulling off.a good stake for his first master, Mr. Ri C. Naylor, 
in the City and Suburban essay, Saweutter starting at 25.to 1; Challonére r 
lowing that. great performance » p by bringing Caterer in second for rst wo 
Thousand, winning the Oaks with Feu de Joie (at 20 to 1), and sweeplhy 
away the Leger with Tho Marquis, this latter being bis first engagement fay the 
great Whitewall stable, His winning mounts this campaign may not ba nearly 
#O numerous a8 those of George Fordham, the Brothers Grimshaw, and obeys 
we.could enumerate, for his services have been almost exclusively devorwadte 
the Liverpool banker and William I'Anson. .Neverthelegs, ha hag won 
six times this year, including eight Queen's Plates, of which number. six ‘we 
obtained through his old favourite, Caller Ou. Challoner commenced 
season succenssiully at Nottingham, in’ March; at Newmarket First. Sprin: 
Meeting won the Two Thousand on Macaroni (11 to 1); at Chester phrote
